1. Introduction to Atul Prasad Gautam 


The very famous Tabla player of Nepal Atul Prasad Gautam was born from father 
Ananta Prasad Gautam and mother Kanti Gutam as their youngest child in the 
Guru Kavi Prasad musical clan by the very special grace of goddess Saraswati 
alongside the auspicious sounds of Hare Ram hymn. Autul devoted himself for holy 
hymns, Bhagawat and similar works pretty instantaneously since his early 
childhood. He contributed his best to the "Hare Ram Hymn promotion movement" 
established by his grandfather in 1923 AD. Induced form the intrinsic relationship 
of Spiritualism and music, he wanted to contribute for eastern classical music and 
dedicated himself in training of Tabala playing and singing under guidance of 
Shyam Bajracharya, Pandit Homnath Upadhyaya and Ambikadevi Rimal from the 
year 1989. In the process he was graduated in Tabala playing from Allahabad in 
1994 in first class with gold medal. 


He devoted himself to promotion of "Hare Ram Hymn promotion movement" and 
travelled almost all of the district of Nepal to promote of the same. He travelled to 
Japan, Italy, Switzerland, India, Kazakhstan and other countries as an effort to 
develop, promote and preserve the eastern classical music. In an effort to make 
eastern music and holy singing popular among people he established Narayan 
Music Foundation in 1991 with his own initiative. From this institution he started a 
regular performance and classical music competition. Similarly in partnership with 
other musicians he started Kirateshwor Sangitashram in 1992, Pashupati Musical 
Art Foundation in 1996 and also established now very famous musical group 
"Sukarma". 


He started a tradition of honoring personalities having valuable contribution 
towards classical music and he himself started scholarship for young musical 
talents with motive of handing over the heritage of classical music to young 
generation. Similarly he started to spread classical music and moral values 
through Gurukul means from his own house. Gautam, who proved himself form 
very famous audio-visual presentations like 'Chaturangini', 'Suribhi', 'Heritage Man 
ko Chhal' and more, dedicated his life to musical presentations, education and 
similar activities. 


As his ambition was drive classical music to the paramount, he want to pursue 
doctorate in Tabala playing, but untimely decease on January 16, 2005 cut Tabla 
player Atul Gautam's desire unfulfilled. 


2. Atul Memorial Gurukul 


After untimely decease of famous legendary Tabala player of Nepal , Atul Prasad 
Gautam, appreciating his philosophy, motive, idea and his talent as per the wish of 
Atul Gautam to dedicate himself for classical music and spiritualism with noble 
intension of making human life truthful, family members of artist Gautam, social 
activists, musicians and his disciples established Autul Memorial Society in 2005. 


Atul Gautam who had a strong belief that Music and Spiritualism can drive the 
society to path of welfare, had a single motive of establishing a Gurukul in Nepal to 
spread knowledge of classical music and spiritualism but is an irony, his wish could 
not be fulfilled during his occurrence in this earth. But Atul Memorial Society 
established in memory of artist Gautam kept enduring his desire through honors, 
awards, musical training, scholarship etc. Patron of the society and the wife of 
artist Gautam, Bandana Gautam (Sharma) and members of committee with all 
efforts to fulfill Atul's desire dedicated themselves to establish the Gurukul. In 
2012 they were able to transform the Autul Memorial Society to Atul Memorial 
Gurukul completing all necessary legal procedure. 


The prime motive of this Gurukul is to give our children knowledge of Classical 
music, Spiritualism, Yoga culture along with modern education and make them 
civilised, well cultured and good citizen of Nepal. We appreciate your assist and 
suggestions in this noble cause.

To educate unprivileged, disable children and other aspirants with 
knowledge of classical music, spiritualism and Yoga in co-ordination and co- 
operation of local community. 

To develop Musical, Spiritual and Cultural sector within the country and 
abroad by traditional/modern means as is needed with due permission from 
concerned authority as well as research, study, publish about the same. 

To organize seminars, workshops and conference to preserve and promote 
singing, musical instruments and dance in danger of extinction in Nepal. 
To establish musical, cultural, spiritual school with the permission of 
concerned authority. 

To honor and appreciate personality contributing to music, cultural and 
spiritual knowledge and award scholarship to genius students. 

Organize different program to remember late Atul Prasad Gautam. 

And other social activities. 


4. Activities of Atul Memorial Gurukul 


This Gurukul has been performing following activities to fulfill motives according 
to its bylaws. 


a) Atul Memorial Birth Anniversary and Musical Program 


After decease of artist Gautam every year Atul birth anniversary and musical 
program is being organized on 8" of month Magh according to Nepali calendar. 
Likewise 


In 2006 on his 34" birth anniversary, a book of memorial 'Atulaniya Atul’ 
was published and a memorial program was organized along with musical 
conference where different artists were facilitated and awarded. Venue:

In 2007 on his 35“ birth anniversary, a documentary 'Kunja Bhitrako Gunja' 
was published and different artists were facilitated and awarded. Venue: 
Nepal Academy 

In 20080n his 36" birth anniversary, ‘Taal Utsav' program was organized 
and different artists were facilitated and awarded. Venue: Gurukul Theatre 
In 2009 on his 37“ birth anniversary, 'Taal Tarangani' program was 
organized and different artists were facilitated and awarded. Venue: 
Gurukul Theatre 

In 2010 on his 38" birth anniversary, ‘Youth Tabala Conference' was 
organized and different artists were facilitated and awarded. Venue: 
Samskritik Samsthan 


e In 2011 on his 39" birth anniversary, 'Children Musical Conference’ was 
organized and different artists were facilitated and awarded. Venue: 
Samskritik Samsthan 

e In 2012 on his 40" birth anniversary, a statue of Gautam was unveiled in his 
memory and a musical program was organized where 25 different artists 
were facilitated and awarded. 

Venue: PashupatiNath Area 

e In 2013 on his 41* birth anniversary, a 'Classical Music Conference' was 
organized and different 7 organizations contributing to classical music were 
facilitated and awarded.Venue : PashupatiNath Area 

e In 2014 on his 42" birth anniversary, a 'Classical Music Conference' was 
organized and different artists contributing to classical music were 
facilitated and awarded. Venue: Samskritik Samsthan 


b) Regular Trainings: 


Atul Memorial Gurukul has been providing regular training to 50 students on 
Singing, Tabala, Sitar, Guitar, Flute and devotional music at its training center 
in Tinkune, Koteshwor. 


c) Free occasional training: 


This Gurukul has been training aspirants of music and spiritual knowledge, who 
are not able to fulfill their desire, reaching their own places or schools 
occasionally. Since 2011 Gurukul has been visiting to Okhaldhunga and 
providing occasional training of 3 months duration. Similarly a 7 day training 
was organised in Pokhara and at Kapan Sanjeet Saravoar , Kathmandu in 2012. 
Likewise 30 disable children of Disable Rehabilitation Center in Jorpati, 
Kathmandu were provided free training for 1 year at their own shelter. 


d) Establishment of Music Training Center: 
Keeping in view the aspirations of music lovers who want to learn music at 
their own places, Gurukul has established music learning centers 
Jhurabarashi and Jhaunkhel, two remote parts of Lalitpur district, in co- 
ordination with local community institutions. It is committed to co-ordinate 
with similar aspirants in future as well. 


e) Scholarship: 
Gurukul has been providing Atul Memorial Scholarship to the intelligent 
students from poor families regularly. 


f) Felicitation and award distribution 
Gurukul has been privileged to receive an opportunity to felicitate and honor 
all valuable classic music maestros. Similarly Gurukul has been honoring 


reputed artists and music institution form Sukarma Atul Award, Sanu Babu 
Regmi Award, Atul Memorial Award etc.

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5) Future Plans of Atul Memorial Gurukul: 

e As of now Gurukul is providing musical and spiritual education from 
its own premises but from 2018 onwards it is planning to provide 
modern school education as well. 

e Gurukul will provide free modern school education along with music, 
spiritual training and yoga training to deprived children. 

e Will work to establish different learning center like Yoga Gurukul, 
Cultural and Spiritual Gurukul along with modern school providing 
education based on eastern philosophy. 


6) Membership Type: 
e Ordinary Member: Anyone can receive ordinary membership paying a 
fee of 300.00 Nepalese Rupees and become ordinary member for one 
year. 


e Life Member: Anyone who applies for the membership within 
prescribed format paying a sum of Nepalese Rupees 5000.00 can 
become life member of the organisation. (Note: The decision of 
Executive committee will be final to decide about Ordinary or Life 
members.) 

7) Financial resource of Gurukul: 
Gurukul will have its own fund, where the fund generated for the following 
sources will be kept to be spent as per the decision of Executive Committee 
of General Assembly. 
a) Money received form membership fee. 
b) Donations by self desire, grants, aid, awards etc 
c) Money received by selling fixed or irreversible assets of Gurukul 
d) Aid received from foreign instructions and persons 
e) Financial help, donation, award etc. from local authorities.
